Mrs. Jennie Hart Sibley gave a 
recipe for making ginger at home and;

the commercial! product. One speaker 
quoted an authority to the effect that 
much of the port wine sold in this coun- 
try is made from alcohol and cheap;

The Bulloch Exhibit. 

The Bulloch county display takes up 
an entire end of the agricultural buiid- 
ing and presents an array of agricultu- 
ral products the superior to which can- 
not be found in the south. 

The exhibit {is cut off with a garland 
of the fleecy staple and over the main 
entrance there is written in cotton

NELSON DEFENDS 
DR. C.B. WILMER 


Says Dinner Given by Bishop 
Potter Was Unfortunate 
Incident. 


Nelson, 
has re- 


Right Reverend C, Kinloch 
Episcopal bishop of Georgia, 
turned from Richmond, where he sat in 
the house of bishops at the triennial 
convention of the Episcopal church of 


the United States and warmly defends 
Dr. B. Wilmer, rector of St. Luke's 
church, Atlanta, whom he says Was 
misrepresented and misquoted by cer- 
tain press dispatches sent to Atlanta. 
Bishop Nelson warmly commends Dr. 
Wilmer’s orthodoxy and contends tnat 
he is one of the closest students of the 


Bible in the south. 

Of the Wilmer incident Bishop - Nelson 
sald: “The confusion arose because of a 
report that Dr. Wilmer said in a discussion 
on the preamble, that the Bible was a prolific 
source of infidelity, Dr. Wilmer said no such 
thing. He had in mind that the expression 
‘The Word of God,’ is habitually used in 
theology, in accordance with St. John, chap- 
ter 1, verses 1 and 2, as meaning the per- 
sonal word, Jesus Christ. The Greek word 
‘logos’ in the New Testament means Jesus 
Christ.’’ 

“While the church,’’ continued Bishop Nel- 
son, “has invariably held the inspiration of 
the Holy Scriptures of the O/]d and 
Testaments, she has carefully refrained from 
any theory of inspiration such as literal, ver- 
hal or dynamic. She has placed the Bible 
in the hands of her children aa the record 
of God’s revelation, by the fathers, prophets, 
aposties and evangelists. Bishop Westcott, 
confessedivy one of the most devout scholars 
of the last century, remarks that ‘it {s hard 
to say whether Holy Seripture is more in- 
jured by those who assail or those who de-

nothing derogatory.'’ the bishop 
proceeded, ‘‘of the divine-,mafesty of Holy 
Scripture when we assert that some of the 
lovers of the blessed volume have injured 
ite cause among men by injudicious claims 
which have the support of neither history, 
tradition nor the Book concerning itself. if 
enumerating the names of the Bible, the 
accurate scHolar quoted above, does not so 
much as mention what undoubtedly is a pop- 
ular name, ‘the Word of God,’ but which, 
as all people know, is put for the BOOK 
WHICH CONTAINS THE WORD OF GOD. 
His revelation, His will, His. purpose,, His 
law, His gospel, but especially the knowi- 
edige of Him, whose name (Revelation, 19-18). 
‘the Word of God,’ which is six times used 
as a name of Christ. but ont of 334 times 
employed (Word or Words of the Lord or of 
God), never connotes the collection of bocks 
embraced in the word, Bible, or the entire 
scriptures. The first use of the expression, 
as far as is known fs the Helvetic confes- 
sion, and was not adopted tnto the thirtr- 
nine articles of the Church of England of 
the United States.’’ 

“The fatlure to observe 
tinued Bishop Nelson, 
misapprehension and misquotatfon of 
Wilmer’s remarks. The reporters of 
Richmond Times-Disnatch, The New, York 
Churchman and The Philadelphia Church 
Standard caught Dr. Wilmer’s meaning and 
correctly reported it. The attestation of ac- 
curate scholars In the convention should be 
sufficient to allay any doubt as to what Dr. 
Wilmer really. said. It is worth while in 
this connection to quote a doctrinal stand- 
ard, ‘The Homily on Holy Scriptures’ as fol- 
lows: ‘Unto a Christian maa there can be 
nothing more necessary or profitable than 
the knowledge of Holy Scripture, -forasmuch 
as in fit is contained God’s ‘true word. set- 
ting forth his glory and ahd also man’s 
duty.’ Again the early -church father, 
Iranaeus, savs: ‘We know that -the Scrip- 
tures are perfect as heing <spoken by the 
word of God and His Spirit.**

In the following year, 
out of six appointments, one went to T. T. 
Thomas, a substitute ‘varsity football player, 
and in 1897 Carl Williams, the present ad- 
visory coach of the Pennsylvania elevens and 
a successful capiain and head coach at Penn- 
syivania, won the appointment with five 
other graduates. In 1696 the athletes failed 
of appointment, but in 1898 J. Bert Carnett, 
a ‘varsity tackle, won the coveted position, 
and has since that time made a record as a 
surgeon. The next man to get the appoint- 
ment was E. P. Barnard in 1901: he had 
been a fullbaek on the previous fall’s Penn- 
sylvania eleven, and following him came 
John P. Gardiner, four years a quarter and 
halfback, and four years stroke of the 
‘varsity eight. The years since ‘then have 
seen such prominent athletes as Sherwood, 
the Pennsylvania hurdler, and Ben Thomas, 
the ‘varsity end, and most important of all, 
Robert Grant Torrey, the present Pennsylvania 
head coach, and for two years captain of vic- 
torlous teams, win this position. And last 
spring Otis F. Lamson, Pennsylvania's all-

There’s a Baby Famine Among the 
Well-To-Do. 

That the better classes are averse to chil- 
dren is my conclusion, from actual expérience 
in apartment hunting, writes Lydia K. Com- 
mander in the November Delineator. 

This search revealed to me that there was 
a famine of babies in the well-to-do neighbor- 
hoods of New York. In twenty-two apart- 
ment houses that I had visited, there were 
485 families; yet the children numbered just 
fitty-four—one child to every nine families. 
In twenty-two houses in one little section 
of our city, I had found 431 of America’s 
childless homes. It was not hard to believe 
that the whole great country held 2,000,000 


re. 

A short time ago an investigation of a part 
of Fifth avenue, New York city, showed one 
stretch of fifteen blocks where just fifteen 
children lived—one child to a block, in the 
richest secticn of the richest city in the 
country. On another affluent avenue, farty 
out of forty-five homes were chiidless; and 
the remaining five had only ten children 
among them. 

“Only married people, without children, 
need apply,”’ is the rule of not a few of New 
York's apartment hotels. Towering houses 
and. hotels, so restricted, are multiplying 
rapidly; and almost before the plaster is dry, 
or the elevators are running they are filled. 
And still the childless couples come. 

“Haye you any chidren or dogs?’ Such is 
the brutal question that o often meets the 
home seeker who ventures into the downtown 
region of New’ York, unless her quest is limit- 
ed to the tenements of povery on the far east 
or west fringes of the city.

They 
have been frightened by the figures of the 
economist by the analyses of the sociologist, 
and by the landlord's forbidding frown.

‘It is so hard to get a nice 
place to live, when one has a family.”” ‘I 
dare not undertake the responsibility of chil- 
dren, for ome can never tell how they will 
turn out.’’ Over and over these reasons are 
given, not by the “smart set’’ nor the 
“fast set’ nor by any kind of queer, selfish 
people, dead to natural instincts, but by 
good average Americans who are trying to do 
right just as nearly as they know how. So 
many things make it easier not to have 
children than to have them, that very often 
the line of least resistance leads straight to

SENATOR AKIN 


Villa Rica, Ga., October 24.—(Speclal.) ! 
Sinee the decease of,Hon. John W. | 
Aiken, president of the senate, a nume | 
ber of rumors have been circulates as | 
to his successor in that office. There | 
seems to be no exact legal provision 
in such a case as this, so ther. are 
questions asked as te who will stand 
for the place, or whether Hon. EK. T. 
Steed, preisdent pro tem, will be 
elected to that position. 

Upon the return of Senator Steed 
from Judge Aikin’s funeral to his 
home at this place he was approached 
by a representative of The Constitu- 
tion and asked to make a statement. 

“By the death of Hon. John W. Aikin, 
president of the senate, the state sus- 
tains an irreparable loss.” said Stnator 
Steed. “The untimely taking away of 
that good man removes a most excel- 
tent citizen, and a man of sound judg- 
ment and great foree of character. 

“Personally, | am sorely grieved be- 
cause of his inopportune death, and tha 
loss of an esteemed friend.” 

When questioned with special ref- 
erence to the vacancy in the presidency 
of the senate, Senator Steed said: 

“oYs, a.vacancy has been made in 
the office of president of the senate. 
And there appears to be no legal pro- 
vision for filling such a vacancy, 
except by a vote of the senators them- 
selves. So I presume udge Aikin’s suc- 
sessor will be elected by this method. 
A precedent has long been established, 
however, governing deliberative bodies 
in matters of this kind. This preca 
dent is, upon the death of the presid- 
‘ine officer, for the vice officer, or of- 
‘ficer pro tem, to be chosen to fill the 
unexpired term. So, unless this cus- 
tom is set aside in this instance, I shall 
succeed to the presidency of the sen- 
ate, through the courtesy of the mem- 
vers of that body.”
